Children of Leopold Are 


Practically Disinherited 


BARONESS PROVIDFD FOR 


Her Marriage to King Not Considered 


Legal Because of Omission'of For- 
malities Required by Belgian Law— 


• 
—Child of Morganatic Wife of Mon- 
arch Has No Succession Rights—No 
Complications Are Anticipated 


Brussels, Dec. 18.—The filing of 


the will of King Leopold shows that 
he divided ?3,000,000 between his 
three 
daughters, 
Princess Louise, 


Princess Stephanie 
and 
Princess 


Clementine. 


This practical disinheritance of his 


children signifies the launching of a 
gigantic legaJ battle to 
obtain 
the 


king's wealth, similar to that which 
ensued at the death of their mother. 
Queen Henrietta. 


The exact ajnount of Leopold's for- 


tune probably never will be revealed. 
Senator Winer, the king's friend and 
confidential legal adviser, says that 
Leopold had turnpd over a consider- 
able portion of It to Baroness Vaunlian 
and her children and had created a 


f 
stock company of his estates in order 
to forestall a possible raid upon them 
by Princesses Louiso and Stephanie 
or their creditors. 


Senator Winer said that perhaps 


later considerable portions of his es- 
tate would be handed over to Bel- 
gium. 


Princess Clementine, aside 
from 


the bequest she will receive, is pro- 
vided for by a special income from 
Uongo properties. 


Investigation shows that the rights 


of succession to the throne of a child 
of the king by Baroness Vaughan are 
lot worthy of serious attention. 
It 


1 pointed out by Winer that if there 
was only a religious ceremony the 
iaws of tlie kingdom would prevent 
the accession of a child of such 
a 


union. 
Winer, however, does not 


believe there was a religious mar- 
riage. 


If it Is established that Baroness 


Vnughan is of foreign birth she prob- 
ably will he expelled from Belgium, 
like the favorite of Leopold I, Haron- 
ess" Meyer, whose house was attacked 
and destroyed by a mob 
after 
the 


king's death. 


The entire kingdom of Belgium 


mourns its departed ruler. 
Courts, 


schools' and theatres are closed, par- 
liament and- the municipal council 
have adjourned and flags are at half- 
staff in every city, town and village 
of the kingdom in honor of the dead 
monarch. 


Under the constitution the affairs 


"of the nation are in the control of the 
cabinet' until Prince Albert takes the 
oatli of succession next Thursday, the 
day following the funeral of his uncle, 
before the joint houses of parliament 
in the senate chamber. 


An official decree issued yesterday 


lands King Leopold's career and de- 
clares his creation of the Congo In- 
dependent state was an act uulmie in 
the annals of history. "Posterity will 
judge Leopold a great king with a 
great reign," It says. 


The body of Leopold remains in the 


mortuary chamber of "The Palms." 
This evening it will be removed to the 
palace in Brussels. 
The face of the 


doadxmonarch will not 
be exposed 


again to public aview. 


Marriage Considered Illegal 


Paris, Dec. IS.—It is not believed 


h«ero that complications are likely to 
iirisu over the question of the right of 
accession to the Belgian throne of the

what nil other people are best fitted.to do. It Is not only a medical 
problem, but an all round human problem that must bo met. . There 
Is a bud gap In our work; caused by the mistaken idea that we can buy 
our Christian charity, business intelligence, social work, and every- 
thing else connected with sickness from the doctors and the nurses. 


I know little about microbes, except that they seein to work to- 


gether in sickness much better than men. What the men need is to 
Set together and do business instead of acting against the enemy as 
an unorganized mob. Under our present ways of not standing togeth- 
er and organizing the sickness business, the whole family machine 
goes to smash, and the family has to run for luck to get out of its 
trouble. 
i 


Suppose people got together with their neighbors, and put bus- 


iness organization into the production of help in sickness, organizing 
an association for mutual neighborly aid. 
They would establish an 


office that would know everybody in the neighborhood that needed any 
kind of aid in sickness; also that knew every kind of person that could 
do something In the way of aid. The'whole force to light sickness 
would be employed In such a way that'each member of it is used to 
get the fullest benefit out of. his or her,sen-ice. Skill would be used'*' 
where skill, is needed, and labor where labor is needed. There would 
be an opportunity all through for social service and neighborly help, 
hut business principles-'would be applied to saving life, and there 
would be an organized army to fight the enemy instead of an organized 
mob.
